every turn of daily life of Chinese 
superstition ; the eyes painted on 
the bows of every junk and sampan 
in order that the boat may be able 
to see its way ; the constant use. 
amounting almost to a fetich, of 
igts of happiness and 

the revolting act of the 
s of the iurdered En Min 
in roasting and eating the assussin’s 
heart as propitiation to the mines 
of their master. Comets especially. 
in common with eclipses of sun 
and moon, have been held by all 
nations to prognosticate evil. 
Lastly, the natives of Chékiang 
have ‘at least excuse for their fears, 
if they require one, in the example 
of their betters. For we read in 
the “Universal Guzette” that the 
comet has filled the Imperial Court 
with alarm, influenced by the 
Superstitions’ that confer upon a 
comet the power of creating rebel- 
lions ;” and that in such eases the 
immemorial enstom of China is for 
the sovereign “t3 issue a decree 
secusing himself of having angered 
Heaven by his shortcomings.” 
‘Uropeans, as a class, have 
ceased so completely to be in- 
fluenced by such superstitions, that 
























it is almost impossible for us[in some 


to enter into the state of mind 
which urges the Government of a 
vast empire to public self-abasement 
before a natural phenomenon, 
which its own astronomers are 
capable of predicting. But the 
fact of that state of mind is an 
interesting example of the extraor- 
dinary Chinese faculty to accept 
without apparent difficulty two per- 
fectly irreconcilable beliefs. Cy 
may suggest that such a faculty 
not wholly unknown to individuals 
in other countries. At least it 
does not extend to the belief, with 
which we are all familiar “1 China, 
that eclipses, regularly foretold, are 
caused by a huge ‘dog swallow- 
ing the sun ; or that, whereas the 
rain-god is supreme in the givi 
or withholding of rain, it is quite 
reasonable, when prayers have 
failed to move him, to take his 
image out of its temple and set it 
lown in the hottest place to be 
found, so that he may realize by 
practical discomfort the result of 
is own perversity 
In examining all questions of 
superstition it is essential to dix 
tinguish as carefully as possible 
between what is pure  inaterial 
superstition, the ill-luck, for 
umple, of spilling salt or walking: 
under a ladder ; and practices 
which are a matter of religion or 
originating in a religions belief, of 
which latter the prej sagatin: 
sitting down thirteen to table mig! 
be instanced. The distinction is 
complicated by the awkward fact 
chat superstition is an almost per- 
Zect exemplar of the old adage that 
one man’s meat is another man’s 
poison. Without venturing upon 
heated grounds of controversy, we 
‘can call to mind many cases

Four Portuguese lads and a young 
Chinese were bathing in the Sinkapaog 
Creek near the bridge on Friday 
evening last and by some means the 
Chinese fell into the water and was 
drowned. A report of the occurrence 
was made at the Wayside Police Station 
Inte that night and early next morning 
Constable Foley went to the spot where 
the accident occurred and after 
considerable difficulty succeeded in 
finding the body. ‘The Portuguese 
Inds made certain _statements 
which cast blame upon an Indian whom 
they said was present while they were 
swimming. A statement somewhat to 
the same effect was made by @ native 
witness and the Portuguese Vice- 
Consul entered upon investigations 
but the Chinese witness subsequently 
gave quite a different account and the 
result of other inquiries refuted the 
earlier statements, so the Indian 
was not detained. The Chinese Magis- 
trate held an inquest on Saturday and 
an open verdict was returned. 


‘A Cuwese was walking into Nanking 
Road from the Bund on Sunday afternoon, 
when a long Oregon spar was being hoist- 
ed on end by a number of Chinese work- 
men employed in preparing scaffolding 
on the Palace Hotel premises. The piece 
of timber suddenly fell outward and one 
end struck the foot of the passing Chin- 
ese and inflicted a serious wound. The 
foot was terribly crushed, but the injured 
man showed admirable fortitude while a 














foreign and two Chinese policemen 
bound up the wound and checked the flow 
of blood which was streaming on to the 
road.

Few social developments of 
recent years are more worthy of the 
historian’s attention than the enor- 
mous increase of what may be 
termed comprehensively labour 
literature. Following upon the 
spread of education, and side by side 
with the growth of trade unionism, 
‘there has sprung up in all nations 
an army of journalists and pamph- 
Ieteers, writing exclusively for a 
public of Inbouring men, whose 
utterances have found ready interest 
and support in the mouths of 
innumerable labour leaders and the 
discussions of a thousand working: 
men’s clubs and debating societies. 
‘This literature. no less than other 
engines of labour has heen long 
enough in existence to feel the 
moderating effect of time and 
orgunization, and thus to correct 
some of the extravagances to which 
it was originally prone. ‘The 
agitator of the early eighties whose 
influence depended principally upon 
the violence of his Jangnage and the 
strength of his lungs has become, in 
Englund at least, practically extinct, 
bis place Leing taken by men whose 
quieter eloquence, informed by the 
concerted policy’ of a supreme 
central governing hody, contai 
les denanctation but more yparent 
logic, the faculty which in the end 
moves crowds to achievement. Such 
meu and the doctrines that they 
advance are obviously more danger- 
ous than their windy predecessors, 
whose intermittent tirades could be 
neutralized by periods of imprison- 
ment duriug which the passions they 
had inflaised might be trusted to 
cool by natural processes. The 
success ef sancr counsels, evidenced 
by the increasing weight of Inbour 
interests in all national legislation, 
it already tending to arouse 
ambitions different from, but even 
more fallacious than the old ones. 
Tt becomes more and more 
urgent to devise some means of 
instructing the men who have began 
to realize the irresistible power of 
their votes, in what is and what is 
not to their advantage.

far the most striking incident 
in the equally balanced campaign 
was the issue of the Decree that 
appeared in our columns yester- 
day. The reliance placed by the 
Throne upon Their Excellencies 
Yuan Shih-kai, Tuan Fang and 
Chang Chih-tang has heen abund- 
antly shown in many concrete 
instances ; but, if we are not 
mistaken, they have not been 
associated before in a commendatory 
Decree and held up to special 
honour before the nation. Those 
who have shown energy and ability 
in their high and important duties,” 
runs the Decree, “ will he reward- 
ed and commended. In_ this 
category are Yuan Shih-kai, Tuan 
Fang and the Grand Secretary 
Chang Chih-tung. They have used 
the men and the materials at hand 
well and successfully, and they 
have shown that they have put 
forth ‘their best abilities and a 
sincere heart in accomplishing the 
administrative reforms expected of 
them.” The issue at this juncture 
of such a Decree, in which the Im- 
perial author has almost to strain 
the original purport of the edict to 
introduce these eulogies, can hardly 
fail to complete the discomfiture 
of the opponents of the three 
Viceroys, especially as two members 
of the powerful Reform Trinmvir- 
ate are under orders to repair to 
Peking for an important consulta~ 
tion with the Empress-Dowager. 
It is in this informal Council of 
State, to whieh other prominent 
officials have been summoned, that. 
the chief interest now centres ; 
although, if we are to believe the 
Shénpao, changes in the adminis- 
tration are promised even before it 
meets. The mere re-arrangement 
of official posts, however, would 
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rave but the ridirulus mms of the 
hirthpangs of the political moun- 
tain. If we understand the signs 
aright, more drastic _meaxures, 
affecting higher personages, are 
contemplated, and these, if carried 
through according to the wishes of 
those who are responsible for them, 
will set a very significant seal upon 
the reform movement. 

y that has long 
dominated the situation in Peking 
has found expression ina generous 
crop of rumours reyurding impend- 
ing changes in official circles. 
Few of these have as yet matured, 
and as isoluted episodes they would 

















be of no special importance. 
For foreign onlookers the crucial 
moment will come when it ix pro- 
posed to effect a change in the 
wands that now hold the reins of 
power so masterfully. According 
to the native Press ‘the Empress- 
Dowager is contemplating _with- 
drawal from an active share in the: 
Government of the country, and 
the Chinese New Year is mentioned 
as the time fixed for the ceremony 
of abdication an “ auspicious ” day 
would in all probability he chosen 
for any such function, and it is 
conceivable that a considerable 
period of preparation might be 
regarded as necessary for the 
fateful step. We have no means 
of knowing accurately whe- 
ther the present activity ‘shown in 
the Peking council chamber is in 
any way reflex action of such 
determination on the part of the 
Empres-Dowager. But in the 
interests of China foreigners will 
welcome any practical steps for the 
peaceful progress of the country 
through inevitable dynastic changes 
and at the same time they will 
rogard asa promising augury for 
the future the combination of 
circumstances that justifies the hope 
that the counsels of state are now 
set. definitively on the path of 
enlightenment and reform. 



































RUSSIA IN CENTRAL 
ASIA.

Tur assassination of General 
Alikhanoff last month has given 
occasion in the Home Press for 
references to an interesting chapter 
in the history of the establishment 
of Ruseia’s power in Central Asia, 
with which the victim of the 
assassin’s bomb at Alexandropol 
was connected. Alikhanoff, whose 
real name was Ali Khan Avarski, 
was a Lesghian by birth and a 
Musulman, and after being educated 
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entered the Russian. Ari 
at the age of eighteen. He rose 
rapidly to the rank of major and 
heeame aide-de-eamp to the Viceroy 
of the Caucasus ; but in 1877 a 
quarrel with a superior officer 
caused him to be degraded to the 
ranks, For the next five years he 
served as a private and took part 
in the campaign against the Tur- 
comans in 1879 and. following 
years. In 1882 he was once more 
a lieutenant, and in the same year 
visited Merv, disguixed ax a clerk, 
obtained surveys of the oasis, and 
conducted negotiations with the 
chiefs. Two years later he suc- 
ceeded in obtaining their sub 
ission ; Merv became a Russian 
province and Alikhanoff, now a 
lieutenant-colonel, was its first 
Governor. In the following year 
occurred what is familiarly known 
ax the Penjdeh incident, — when 
Russian aggression under Alikhanoff 
led to a conflict with the Afghans, 
and for a time war between Great 
Britain and Russia appeared in- 
evitable, With this advanced post 
of Russian territory _Alikhanoff 
remained associated” during the 
major part of his career, and 
is described by Lord Curzon, who 
met him in 1888, ax “the most 
talked of personage in Central 
Asia.” Subsequently be was trans- 
ferred to the Caucasus, and it is 
surmised that his murderer was 
an Armenian, actuated by motives 
of revenge for the severe treatment 
Alikhanof, us a Musulman, had 
meted out to his race. 

From the days when Alikhanoff 
obtained the submission of | the 
Tarcoman tribes down to the 
present time it is safe to say that 
Russia's activity in that portion of 
Central Asia stretching from the 
Caspian Sea to Chinese territory 
has been prompted solely” by 
military considerations. Tt is a 
military administration that rules 














Turkestan to-day, and nearly 
all its subordinate — posts, as 
are its higher offices without 


exception, are filled from the 
army. wry engineers, more- 
over, have built the significant 
lines of railway that now run from 
the Caspian Sea through Bokhara 
and Samarkand to Tashkent, and 
from Orenburg on Russia's Asiatic 
frontier to Tashkent ; while the 
presence of military garrisons, in 
every town, generally out of all 
proportion to the civilian popula- 
tion, bears testimony to a deliberate 
policy to convert the whole country 
into a military stronghold of con- 
siderable potentialities. The arrival 
of the railway has ‘rendered Tash- 
kent a gigantic storyhouse and an 
advanced base of the Russians in 
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and 
«l_ with the 
intention of construct «branch 
line from Samarkand toa point on 
the Oxus River not far from wh 
it serves as the boundary between 
Afghanistan and the Bokhara 
Protectorate. It_is impossible to 
nore the stratesie importance of 
these two main lines of railways, 
and it is not unnatural that Russian 
activity in this portion of Asia 
should be held to constitute a 
menace to our own. possessions in 
these parts and to our interests in 
Afghanistan and Persia, 

‘At the present juncture the

AQ SE FOR PATROLS. 

During the course of the last few 
months there has come within our noti 
a number of cases Of street robbery with 
violence which is sufficiently great, 
inlly as no single case has figured 
in the police courts, to arrest attention. 
‘The first instance ‘dates back to April 
when a Chinese boy going home from 
work at 2 a.m. was set upon by seven 
men in the Rue Montaubov. In the 
second, which occurred in June, 
another Chinese was sct upon by two! 

men in the Sicawei Road at 5.30 
The third case, again that of a Chinese 
retarning from work, was an attack by 
four men opposite the Cathedral in the. 
Kiukiang at 2.30 am. Lastly 
at four o'clock yesterday morning | 
Chinese was robbed by two men at the’ 
corer of Szechuen and Nanking 
Roads. There are several points in 
this list which call for comment. 
Tn the first place, all the robberies were 
perpetrated between the hours of 2.0 
and 6.30 am. Secondly, they occurred, 
with a single exception, in central parts 
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‘at any time within call. The boldness 
of the robbers and the fact that they 
dared to go about in gangs of four and 
seven at a time are evidence presumptive 
thet they are accustomed to. find them- 
selves equally free from molestation on 
any night. We cannot hope to make our 
police force ubiquitous. But the cases 
we have cited lend special weight to the 
contention of the recently published 
Police Inquiry Report that the force 
js inadequate for the needs of the 
Settlement, which must be prepared 
to face s considerable increase in 
expenditure for its own safety. If such 
robberies are allowed to continue there 
is no apparent reason why Chinese 
need be the only sufferers. Indeed 
from a letter which we recently publish- 








led, dealing with the North Szechuen 


Road Extension, it is clear that in 
remoter parts of the Settlement thieves 
are already less discriminating in their 
unwelcome attentions. 





INSTINCT OR LAW? 

There is something almost pathetic in 
the announcement that the law for the 
simplification of marriages in France 
has at last been passed. For French 
marriage law is an old friend, produ 
of many difficulties highly entertaining 
to all bot the unfortunate persons con- 
cerned ; and although its reformation 
hhas long been discussed asa consum- 
mation devoutly to be wished, there 
was that in the hide-bound logic 
of this law which was thoroughly 
typical of the intensely logical people 
who lived by it, and, as it separ 
ed, suitable to their nataral 
Tt’ is significant enough that the 
new law has passed almost unnoticed 
by the general public. The old régime 
of the Code Napoléon pat the entire 
control of a lover's destinies into the 

nds of his parents. If his parents 
refused him permission to marry, he 
could, if he were over twenty-five, bail 
his parents before the Law to show just 
cause or reason why they withheld con- 
sent. But the Lav, usual] 
parent itself, invariably sided against 
the lover. The Law was just as re- 
morseless towards his beloved. If he 
had no parents, the lover had to obtain 
the consent of the conseil de famille of 
all his uncles and aunts. If they were 
living too far apart for a conseil, the 
the consent in writing of every one of 
them had to be sought. If the date 
on one of those papers were more 
than three months old at the date 
of the wedding, it invalidated all the 
others, and all

MANCHURIA. 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 


Kirin, August 17. 

A PicTuRESGUE ToUR, 
I have just returned from an in- 
teresting journey in the mountainous 
country south-west of Kirin city, » 
district I have not before visited. 

Leaving Kirin on the morning of the 
4th instant, accompanied by Wo 
soldiers ss an escort, we followed the 
‘Yentungshan road and soon found our- 
selves wending our way throagh most 
lovely valleys. The first thing that 
‘strack me was the sad havoc which oor 
scorching hot dry summer has wrought. 
On the hills now and then we sw 
clumps of trees brown and borat by 
the sun—a sight we seldom see in these 

verdant regions. Many of the crops 
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looked exceedingly poor, notably the 
indigo, hemp and tall’ millet. The 
opium had been in places almost a 
complete failure owing to the drought, 
while the wheat, barley and Indian corn 
‘were not more than half their usual height. 
Beans do not seem to have been much 
injured and the tobacco looks « spleudid 
‘crop. Everywhere we found the people 
praying for rain, and processions of 
peasants garlanded with willow branches 
parading the country with gongs. 

THE HUNOHUTZ SCOURGE. 

On the second day we had a plen- 
teons rain and the temperature, which 
had been ranging from 90° to 100°F., 
dropped suddenly to 75°. It was a 
welcome change, and I did not mind 
getting soaked to the skin. That day 
we passed through the market town of 
Yentungshan (Chimney Mountain), the 
centre of a part very much disturbed by 
Drigands. Fortunately we did not 
‘meet any of these gentry, but we kept 
our powder dry in resdiness. In some 
‘of the valleys we passed through, as 
fertile and beautiful as the beart could 
desire, I was informed that more than 
half of the inhabitants had removed 
elsewhere owing to the insecurity of life 
and property. It is to_be hoped that 
under the new régime Mancharia will 
be freed from this pest of Hunghutze. 
‘The mountainous regions will be the 
hardest to rid of them. 

‘On the third day we reached Mopan- 
than, officially called Panshihhsien, « 
thriving town beautifully situated among 
the hills 280 li south-west of Kirin. 
‘The feature of the town is the Roman 
Catholic Church and of the immediate 
vicinity the Mountain of Seven Peaks, 
“ Chikanting,"” an imposing sentinel 
guarding the Western approaches, 

LOTUS LAKES. 

‘That same evening just before 
reaching Chaoyangchen we saw three 
of the loveliest lotus lakes imaginable, 
lying at the foot of the hills to the east 
‘of Chaoyangchen and covering several 
acres each. ‘These lakes were simply 
covered with lotus leaves, and there 
were magnificent delicate pink flowers 
larger than peonies. 

To ‘chanyungchen the Medical Mission 
under Dr. W. A. Young of the United 
Free Church of Scotland Mission is 
rapidly commending itself to all 
classes of the community, and when 
the Rev. W. Macnaughton and his wife 
join Dr. and Mrs. Young this autumn, 
‘one may safely predict the steady growth 
of a pure and enlightened Christian 
Church. 

My business accomplished at Chao- 
yangchen after a stay of two days, T 
Teturned by the same route to Kirin. 
How rich a natural arboretum is this 
whole region you can imagine from the 
mere enumeration of some of the trees 
which cover the hills and fringe the 
rivers—elms, willows, poplars, maples, 
Times, oaks, birches, _ hawthorns, 
chestnuts, wild vines and wild pears. 

‘Some years ago there was a report of 
«a projected railway through this country, 
but nothing more has been heard of it. 
‘A continuation of the Shavhaikuan- 
Hoinmintun-Mukden line through 
thie region would be a great boon.

DROUGHT. 


The cool summer hax matured but a 
medium early rice crop and now the 
almost complete absence of rain for 
more than a month threatens a serious 
failure of the later crops. Already 
the ficlds in the northern part the 
prefecture are bleaching from the 
drought, and the farmers of the Great 
Huangyen rice plain in the south are 
evincing serious apprehension. There 
is an increase among footpads and the 
price of rice has advanced in anticipa- 
tion. 





SUPERSTITION. 

The people, generally alarmed by the 
comet, which they assert prognosticates 
impending evil, are resorting to extreme 
measures—sinking surface wells in 
their fields to water by hand, and 
assembling in large numbers in the 
cities to compel the Magistrates to 
worship at the city shrines. The 
Prefect has issned a mandate forbidding 
the slaughter of animals for food, but 
hitherto there ix no hint of aneanti- 
foreign outhurst.

A BITTER SUMMER. 

After a week of sun hot 
weather rain and fog hold sway again. 
I do not remember such weather for: 
many a sear. After the long winter 
with its heavy snow, the continual rain 
and fog of spring and suinmer are very 
trying, especially for those people who 
have hired expensive houses outside 
Vladivostok in order to enjoy the 
conatry air. The only redeeming feature 
is the wild flowers, especially the 
orchids, of which "an enthi 
collector can find many rare specime 
that he would have to pay dearly for in 
Europe. 

THE HUNGHUTZE. 

After being driven out of Vladivostok 
the Hanghatze are still lurking in the 
neighbourhood. Three days ago they 
caught a boy of twelve years old 
residing with his parents in a country 
house about twenty miles from here, car- 
ried him off and are demanding 5,000 
roubles for his ransom. The boy himself 
was forced to write to his parents to 
say that if the ransom were not paid he 
would be killed. His parents, however, 
fare not wealthy enongh to find the 
money, 80 police and soldiers are 
scouring the country in the hope of 
finding the boy. 

SHIPPING AND TRAVELLERS. 


Since the close of the Japanese War 
foreign warships have been seen 
at Viadivostok. Now they are be- 
ginning to visit us again; the first 


























to come being a French man-of-war, 
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which is now lying 
Next week we expect the British 
squadron. The German warships, 
which were also expected, had to 
abandon their visit owing to some ac- 
cident on board the admiral's vessel. 
Shipping generally is brisk and the 
harbour full of vessels. The overland 
route to Europe by Siberia is rapidly 
gaining in favour and cvery train is 
crowded with passengers.

A letter from the Chekiang Bureau 
for Foreign Affairs is read, transini 
complaint by the native authori 
the neighbourhood of Kashing as to the 
depositing of stone into a creek by 
boatinen employed by Municipal cou- 
tractors. It is noted that the cuntents 
of this dispatch have also been forward- 
ed through the Senior Consul. A re- 
port by the Engineer points out that the 
waterways are so badly conserved as 
frequently to be impassable to boats of 
suitable carrying capacity, and that 
therefore permanent prevention is diff 
cult. It is decided in reply to draw 
attention to the need of proper perform- 
‘ance of conservancy work which should 
obviate the necessity of lightening boats 
at the spot in question, and the reply 
to the Senior Consul as directed is 
ordered for publication :— 

Translation of dispatch from the 
Commissioners of the Bureau of For 
eign Affaire of Chekiang to the Shanghai 
Municipal Council, dated 3rd July, 
1907. 

We have hereby to inform you that 
the deputies of the trade administration 
office, Magistrate Chang Chi-chang and 
I Chung-ang, Magistrate of the district 
of Shihmen, in the prefecture of 
Kashing, report that the creek run 
ning along the city walls is silted up 
and blocked with stone in pieces with 
the result that the traffic of steam- 
Imunches is constantly impeded. Officials 
were instructed to enquire into the mat- 
ter and to devise arrangements for drag. 
ging the river at the Ching Yang bridge, 
outside the northern gate, up to Tsang 
Chien, and at the Chai Shih jetty, up to 
thethree li bridge, and at KouJou Wan. 
Funds were collected, workmen engaged, 
and digging and dredging proceeded. 
The completion of the work has now 
been notified, hindrance to the steam- 
lannch traffic has ceased aud Lu Pao- 
lin, headman of chair coolies has signed 
‘a bond in this connexion. 

‘The creok in question is narrow and 
water is shallow. When long drought 
prevails the passing of boats is dif- 
ficult. ‘That the creek should silt up 
with mud is quite to be expected and 
this may be remedied from time to 
time by the necessary work. When, 
however, mud at the bottom of the 
creek contains* stones in addition, the 
passage of boats is considerably more 
difficult. It has been discovered that 
the presence of stones is attributable 
to the fault of persons in charge 
of boats loaded with granite belong- 
ing to the Shanghai Manicipal 
Council. The water being shallow and 
the cargo heavy, the boats cannot 
proceed and lowdabs secretly lay stones 
‘on the bank, in narrow places, which, 
falling into the creek, cause great 
obstraction and considerable prejudice 
to the public. Though several pro- 
clamations prohibiting this practice 
have been issued, they are regarded as 
unimportant documents. The creek 
having “now been cleared it appeared to 
the officials in question that a com- 
_manication might perhaps be sent to 
‘the Shanghai Municipal Council asking 
them strictly to prohibit stone boats 
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from throwing out stones, for the 
avoidance of hindrance to traffic. 

The river st Ching Yang bridge, 
near the north gate, up to Tsang 
Chien, at the Chai Shih jetty up to 
the three li bridge, and at Kou Jou 
Wan, is an important waterway for 
boats, and as it has now been deepened 
we have to ask that you will instruct 
the boatmen not to throw out 
stone in future. Besides replying to 
‘the above report we venture to address 
you in the matter and hope that you 
will take note,

ledge the receipt of your letter of the 
24th Jaly, forwarding a complaint by 
the native authorities in the neighbour- 
hood of Kashing as to the depositing of 
stone into an inland waterway by boat- 
‘men employed by Municipal contractors. 

In reply, [ have the honour to inform 
you that after close enquiry by the 
Public Works Department, it appears 
that the practice is primarily due to the 
fact that the waterway at the point in 
question is not properly conserved and 
that as a consequence boatmen are 
frequently in the necessity of lightening. 
boat, by throwing out the contents. 
Efforts have been made periodically to 
prevent ction of this kind by the 
infliction of fines and by all other 
possible means, but have not been 
‘attended with permanent result. 

In view of the varied nature of the 
traffic upon these crecks, the measures 
taken to preserve the fairway appear to 
be inadequate, and I venture to request 
that this point be brought to the notice 
of the native authorities, with the

THE GOVERNOR OF 
CHEKIANG. 


To the Editor of the 
“ Norta-Caima Dairy News.” 


Sin,—The various newspapers of 
Shanghai, especially the native Press, 























 |the Government orders his transfer to 


another post. Of course, there is 
possibility these days of his being order- 
ed into retirement, but in my opinion 
no new Governor would satisfy the 
Chékiang gentry any better than the 
Present incumbent. 

This official is not the nephew of 
Viceroy Chang Chih-tung nor son of 
the late Grand Secretary Chang Chih- 
wan. He comes from the same town 
in Chihli, and belongs to the same 
family, but is «distant, not @ near, re- 
lative of either of these men. 

Governor Chang Tseng-yang has 
been criticized for ordering that the 
female school-teacher in Shaohsing 
be beheaded, but his order was based 
on the petition and information of the 
Prefect. at Shaoshing, and under re- 
peated and urgent telegrams from Pe- 
king and Nanking that all revola- 
tionary leaders be promptly arrested 
and punished. From our Anglo-Ameri- 
can standpoint the woman would not 
have been punished, but would have 
been treated as an eccentricity ; but we 
need to bear in mind that a revolo- 
tionary movement exists in China, that 
assassination under new methods 
learned abroad is inculeated and rather 
too freely practised, and that urgent 
measures are needed to maintain the 
peace and security of the nation and 
the Government. . 

During my stay of a few days on 
Pagoda Hill outside the city of Hi 
chow, I have met the Governor

THE SHANGHAI YACHT CLUB. 


The fourth and last Harbour Race, 
sailed on Wednesday, the 21st instant, 
resulted as follows :— 





Governor Chang Tseng-yang has not 
issued proclamation "prohibiting 
“gymnastics” in schools, but has pro- 
hibited the formation of Physical Asso- 
ciations, using Gre-arms amovg the 
people and under no official control. 
Schools retain their physical drill, but 
the martial spirit among the non- 
military is not looked upon with favour, 
‘any more than a Chinese Volunteer 
Corps in the International Settlements 
of Shanghai, if under no control ot the 
Municipal Council. ‘The formation of 
‘sach local militia was what the notoriou: 
Governor Yi Hsien recommended in 
Shantung, culminating in the Boxer 
organization. Governor Chang has 
some ground for thinking that the 
revolutionary spirit finds a check in the 
prohibition of these trained bands of 
young athletes. 

Governor Chang Tseng-yang is not 
in great fear that the “agility and 
strength acquired by students may en- 
courage them to commit assaults on his 
person.” He is not specially in great 
fear of any one, though he knows well 
enough that revolution cannot be ignor-

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CHINESE CULTURE. 


A Berlin correspondent states that 
fan unusual scene was witnessed in the 
Aula of Berlin University on duly 19, 
when, for the first time, the degree of 
Doctor was conferred on a student of 
Chinese nationality. ‘The ceremony was 
conducted in the presence of the Chinese 
Ministers to the Gourts of Berlin and 
Vienna, and a large number of students 
and moxt of the Chinese students and 
residents in Berlin. Ma Do-yuen, who 
has ncquired the title of Doctor of 
Jurisprudence, hax studied for six 
semesters in Berlin, daring which time 
he has translated into Chinese the text

he has added his own commentaries. 
In his dissertation he treats of The 
entrance of the Chinese Empire into’ 
the international union." He asserts: 
in it that the Chinese are not s0| 
arrogantly and narrow-mindedly di 
ined to progress as many Western 
anthors represent them to be. He con- 
tends that the assimilation of Western 
culture with that of the Chinese cannot 
be accomplished as quickly ax Europeans 
consider possible, for the Chinese 
not be expected at once to renounce 
the culture which they have preserved 
for m thousand years, nor give up| 
their nationality. He points out that 
ropeans overlook the immensity of 
Ghinese Empire, which ia equal 
to the Continent of Europe, and 
claims that Europeans are hardly them- 
selves to blame if Western civilisation 
it quickly take hold of 400,000,000

everything from their own standpo 
aand he ix ure that many one-sided judge- 
nts and many mutual prejudices. will 
disappear when Europeans and Chinese 
understand each other better.

‘Mr. T. Morgan Phillips appeared 
for plaintiffs, Mr. Loftus Jones for two 
of the partners in the Bank, and Mr. 
F. M. Brooks for the sssistant-mana- 
ger of the Bank. 

‘Mr. Brooks said he had been request- 
ed to hand in a petition to the Court, 
written in Chinese, (Petition handed 
in). The evidence before the Court 
showed that the manager of the bank 
had  absconded, and counsel repre- 
sented the sssistant-manager who 
had tried to realize the assets of 
the bank for the benefit of the plain- 
tiffs. Of the stockholders in the bank 
two of them at least owed the bank 
over Tis. 20,000 and if the Court 
would order ‘these men to pay this 
‘money it would help the Court. Coun- 
sel’s client has deposited with the Court 
promissory notes etc., to the amount of 
Tis. 20,000. The Court did not 
that was the best way of obtaining 
this money and so the assistant-manager 
had been locked up. Counsel said 
that if his client was allowed to go out 
with » Court ranner he would endeavour 
to straighten up the affairs of the bank 
so that the plaintiffs might realize on 
their judgement 

‘Mr. Morgan Phillips thought it was his 
duty to remind the Court of the facts of 
this case. It was a case involving 0

‘as had been proved by evidence in this 
‘Court, had received this sum of money, 
which was misappropriated, from the 
plaintiffs. The liability of the Yi Te 
Bank had never been denied ; it had.

‘again. On March 25 last the case came 
before the Court and the order made that 
day was that the manager of the bank 
should be allowed on bail and that one 
month be given in which to find the 
Tis. 75,000, The shareholders were 
to be summoned at tho end of the 
month if the Tis. 75,000 was not paid. 
The manager of the bank was not 
liberated on bail until April 19, so that 
another month's was given the’ 
Yi Te bank in which to find this: 
amount of money. Nothing had been 
done by May 19. On or about May 
25, the partners in the bank were 
summoned. before this Court. On 
June 10 Counsel mide an applica 
tion to the Court in regard to this 
case and the order of the Court 
upon that day was that Tis. 25,000 
was to be paid before the evening of 
the next, day or warrants were to be 
issued for the arrest of the partner in 
the bank, and the whole amount due 
was to be paid within ten days of June 
10. Mr. Brooks appeared in Court that 
day on behalf of the assistant manager. 
He admitted the liability of the bank 
and that the shareholders whe had been 
summoned were not in attendance, The 
Tis. 25,000 were not paid on the 
following day and proceedings were 
taken for the arrest of the partners in 
the bank. Two of them were arrested 
and brought before the Court. It ap- 
peared that although these men were be- 
fore the Court on a previous occasion 
they were not, owing to some misunder- 
standing, detained, but on or about June 
17or 18they were detained in the Couut. 
On June 19, without any notice to, 
counsel and in the interval of another 
case, Mr. Jones made application to 
the Court for the release of the two 
men who had been arrested. ‘The men 
were released by order of the Court, 
upon terms. (Counsel read a rough 
translation of the order of the Conrt, 
which stated that it seemed in this 
case that the manager had mis- 
appropriated a large sum of money 
‘and he could not shift the responsibility 
on to anybody else. Runners were to 
be sent to supervise him collecting 
accounts. The partners could not free 
themselves from responsibility. They 
were released on bail and one month 
given in which to settle the matter). 
That was the order of June 19. Mr. 
Jones upon that occasion before the 
Court gave what he knew to be the 
addresses of the two partners who had 
not been arrested. Every effort had 
since been made to serve these two 
partners at the addresses given by Mr. 
Jones and any other places where it was 
thought likely they might be found. 
Counsel believed they not been found 
to that day. That was the case.

June 19. Three months had been 
given to this bank with the object 
of trying to collect the sccounts 
to satisfy their liabilities to the plain- 
tiffs. Since March 25 five months had 
elapsed. Something in the shape of 
promissory notes had been 

in the Court, but counsel did not 
know what their value might be,

before the Court on previous occasions. 
‘These two men had indicated to the 
Court their willingness to do what they 
could, so that this money should be 
paid. They had provided the Court 
with the names and addresses of the 
other partners that were known to them 
and when the manager was here they 
did all in their power to assist him 
in collecting money due to the bank. 
Unless the Court was prepared to 
take in hand the liquidation of 
this bank's affairs, the collection 
of money and the winding 
up of the bank's affairs, there 
could not be any other satisfactory 
method of procedure than that of 
getting the assistant-manager to do it. 
Counsel's clients were responsible to 
the bank for a proportion of the ix- 
debtedness of the bank to third parties, 
which proportion was in direct ratio 
to the amount of capital they had 
in the bank and the bank’s indebtedness. 
Such sum as his clients conld pay in 
cash would be extremely small and the 
Court could satisfy itself by au exami- 
nation of their affairs as to the trath 
of that statement, They were quite 
prepared, and had always been prepared, 
to give their promissory notes for pay- 
ment on account, and they would assist 
in winding up the bank's affairs.

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THE 
GUILD SYSTEM OF 
THE FAR EAST. 


August 30. 

Or the various institations which 
nursed the early political life of 
Europe, none, perhaps, exercised 
greater influence than the Media- 
val Guilds. Formed for com- 
mercial and other purposes, they 
grew to power by enfranchising 
themselves from feudal limitations, 
and the process affected the whole 
oni oF European history. Round 
the Guilds centred the life of 
medieval towns, and it was in the 
towns that men learned the art of 
co-operation for definite political 
ends. On the Continent, this carly 
training took long to produce 
results, because it had to struggle, 
not only against the claims of 
Feudalism, but also against those 
of Empire. But in England, 
whore Feudalism was comparative- 
ly weak, and where the Crown 
never put forward imperial pre- 
tentions, the Guild. system soon 
bore fruit. Accustomed from the 
earliest times to mutual respon- 
and taught the art of 
political representation hy — the 
gradual growth of the Jury 
System, Englishmen had an or- 
ganized Parliament by the end 
of the thirteenth century. From 
that date, English Parliamentary 
history becomes both detailed and 
progressive, and the tales of its 
successive victories at length react- 
ed upon the Continent, whose 
political training had commenced 
in similar schools. The result, 
to-day, is that Europe has a healthy 
constitutional life, the origins of 











which are, to a great extent, to be 
sought in the early medinval 
Guilds. 


To all Europeans in China these 
facts are of the greatest interest, 
because, on the one hand, China is 
struggling towards a Constitation, 
and on the other, the Guild System 
has, for centuries, been one of the 
salient features of the life of the 
Far East. In Japan, i 
the 14th and 151 
the Ashikaya Shoguns ruled in 








Kyoto, and monopolies of all the 
principal staples were sold to 
associations of merchants at prices 
highly remunerative to the Govern- 
ment. The guilds so formed were 
joint-stock corporations, the shares 
of which were transferable by sale, 
or hequeathable from father to son. 
In the seventeenth century, a 
farther development took place, 
when the kaka-ya or “ agent” took 
over from the Samurai, placed in 
charge of “store mansions,” the 
business of converting into money 
the rice which formed the incomes 
of feudal chiefs. Corresponding 
with the kaka-ya of Osaka was the 
Sude-sashi of Yedo, who exercised 
similar functions. From’ the be- 
ginning of the eighteenth century, 
these jude-sashi were organized 
into confederations, each subdivided 
into six classes with six houses 
in each class. Finally, in’ the 
middle of the eighteenth’ century, 
the organization of the Guild 
was borrowed from the fish- 
mongers of Yedo, and applied to 
nearly every branch of trade, to 
maritime enterprise and to opera- 
tions connected with currency. In 
Korea the Pedlar’s Guild dates 
back for centuries, and almost every 
commodity has been handled by 
similar associations. 


















But it is here in China that the 
Guild System is most worthy of at- 
tention, Its origin ix clearly given 






in the Constitution and By-law of 
the Ningpo Guild at Wei 
chich, in a preamble, says “ We 
kuan were first established at the 
metropolis by mandarins among 
compatriots or fellow-provincials 
for mutual aid and protection. 
Subsequently, merchants formed 
Guilds like those of the mandarin- 
ate, and now they exist in every 
province.” These metropolitan 
Guilds, which served asa model, 
were ‘probably known as early 
as the Tang Period, namely 
as early as the ninth and tenth cen- 
turies, and, being of the nature of 
clubs, their origin may have been 
much more ancient. To-day, for- 
eigners apply the term Guild to two 
classes of institution, to Weikuan 
or “ Club-house” and to Kungso or 
“ Public Halls.” The former may 





























be compared to Chambers of Com- 
merce, and the latter to Trade 
Unions. They exercise a general 
supervision over their members, and 
protect them from commercial 
frauds. They fix the market rate 
of all kinds of produce, and insist 
upon equitable dealings with the 
outside world. Their rules are 
read in the Courts of China as if 
they were part of the statutory law 
of ‘the Empire, and the Central 
Government would, probably, hesi- 
tate to consider, against their 
known wishes, almost any subject 
whether commercial or political. 
In addition to the Guild System 
proper. there are societie. of il 
inds, all of them illustrating the 
hinese genius for co-operation, 
whilst nowhere, perhaps, is tl 

capacity more noticeable than 
the organization of the Chinese 
market. When we remember the 
commercial capacities of the Chi- 
nese, and recall the well-known 
jibe that the English are a nation 
of shopkeepers, a comparison of the 
Guild Systems of Bast and West 
becomes so suggestive as to be 
almost prophetic. For the Guild 
System of England helped to pro- 
duce n Constitution upon which all 
the Constitutions of the Western 
world are modelled, and what 
stands ont clearly from the com- 
parison is the capacity for co-opera- 
tion which exists alike in England 
and in China. In both countries 
the Guilds have been primarily 
























-|commercial, and in our own they 


have -led to a highly organized 
political life. Tn China so few de- 
Unetions ure possible, that one hesi- 
tutes before being logical ; but if we 
go so far as to say that, theor- 
etically, the Guild System of the 
East should produce similar results, 
we shull hardly he accused of hasty 
generalization. We can, at any 
rate, point to the confidence of 
H. E. Yuan Shih-k'ai, and we can 
hazard a guess at the premises upon 
which it is based. ‘That Chinese 
co-operation has not resulted in a 
general representative system is 
almost paradoxical, and there is 
much in the epigram which says 
that a paradox isa truth standing 
on its head to attract attention.

THE GENERAL HOSPITAL. 
The imposing block of buildings now 

in course of erection on the Avenue 
Paul Brunat, opposite the International 
Institute, is understood to be destined 
for a French Hospital. Should this 
information prove correct, it is to be 
hoped that the nportunity of effecting 
ri reorganization of 

Hospital will not 








be lost 
as trustees of the public welfare. It 
is generally wtmitted that the present 
system on which the General Hospital 
is conducted is far from satisfactory in 
view of the growin requirements of the 
community. The nursing staff, sup- 
plied by the devoted sisterhood of St. 
Vincent de Paul—a body of whose long 
and honourable association with our port 
Shanghai is justly proud—does not 
consist exclusively of trained hospital 
nurses. In the earlier days of Shanghai 
and so long as the foreign community 
numbered o a few thousands there was 
nothing in 1... dual capacity of volun- 
teer hospital attendant and member of 
a religions or’er to detract from the 
usefulness of the Sisters, To-day the 
increase in the demands made on 
the Hospital and the exigencies 
of the molern hospital system 
prevent the staff from fulfilling ade- 
quately their voluntarily assumed 
* obligations. “ Vested interests,” how- 
ever, might be held to present serious 
obstacles in the way of effecting a 
sadden change ; but with the establish- 
ment of a French Hospital, where the 
tax on the nursing staff will be less 
severe, it imay be possible to retain the 
services of the sisterhood of St. Vincent 
de Paal in Shanghai while introducing’ 
into the General Hospital fully trained 
nurses who are able to devote their 
whole time and thought to their 
profession. . 
CHOLERA. 
Wee are glad to learn, from inquiries 
‘at the Health Office, that the cholera 
epidemic is showing signs of sbating. 
For the present, however, it will not be 
‘anfe to relax for an instant the precau- 
tions which the Health Officer advo- 
cates. A brief Municipal Notification 
republished about s fortnight ago, 
warned the community to eat or drink 
nothing that had not been sterilized. 
Among the general public there seems 
to be some misapprehension a8 to what. 
“* gterilized” means. To sterilize, in 
the sense in which the phrase is 
used by Dr. Stanley, means to render 
free from germs, and although in 
many cases the only safe way to do 
this is by boiling, there are some 
exceptions to this rule, Water can 
be sterilized ss efficiently by the 
Berkefeld filter as by boiling. Whisky 
‘and other spirits containing similar 
proportion of alcohol are sterile. Aerated 
waters, if purchased from trustworthy 
mannufactories, are sufficiently sterilized 
by the distillation or filtering to which 
they have been subjected prior to bot- 
tling. Bnt most fonds are only rendered

safe by boiling, and this particularly 
applies to milk and to fruit at the pre- 
sent season. 
with elementary precautions which 
should be taken during the prevalence 
lof the cholera epidemic the Health 
Office has been sending round wen 
armed with bells, pamphlets and lusty 
voices. The bell attracts a crowd. The 
voice is then used to explain the con- 
tents of the pamphlet, and finally the 
pamphlets, which are printed in easy 
colloquial Chinese are distributed. The 
following is a translatinn of this 
phlet : 

Cholera being prevalent, the Chinese 
community are requested to observe 
carefully the rules of the Public Health 
notice, a copy of which can be obtained 
on application at the Health Office. At- 
tention is particularly called to the rules 
regarding food. Take all food and drink 
hot, or recently cooked. Avoid iced and 
cold drinks and stick to tea. Avoid all 
fresh fruit, especially cat fruit which 
hhas been tonched by flies. Flies carry 
tholera. Cases of “cholera will be re- 
ceived into the Isolation Hospital for 
Chinese in Range 

The same rules 











are equally applicabl 
to the forcign community, and, in pai 
ticular, ice should never be mixed with 
drinks, as freezing does not kill cholera, 
bacilli. It is satisfactory to learn that 
over fifty per cent of the eases of cholera 
treated at the Chinese Isolation Hospital 
have recovered.

garrisons in the provinces and put into 
immediate practice intermarriage be- 
tween Chinese and Manchus, as the 
first tangible step towards smoothing 
away racial jealousies. These propositions 
were heartily endorsed by their Imperial 
Highnesses Prince Chun (brother of 
the Emperor) and Prince Ching, the 
senior member of the Imperial Clan, 
when suddenly Tieh Liang, the 
reactionary President of the Ministry 
of War, strongly objected to the first 
proposition on the ground that this 
would be taking the livelihood 
from the Manchu garrisons—each adult 
Manchu gets a fall allowance of four 
tacls per mensem—and that it would be 
disastrous to act too hastily in the 
matter, Finally he declared that it 
was the duty of each one preseut to 
protect the privileges of the Manchus 
that had been the sim of former 
Emperors of the dynasty. The Man- 
chus present scemed struck by Tieb 
Liang’s arguments and the proposition 
was laid on the table for the time. 

THE DEVELOPMENT OF 

MANCHURIA, 

Learning that Viceroy Hai of 
Manchuria had made an ent 
with Japan to develop certain mining 
and railway schemes with joint Chinese 
and Japanese capital, the Russian 
Minister in Peking has’ proposed to the 
Waiwapa that the region north of 
Harbin shall be exploited by joint 
Chinese and Russian capital. 


SEARCHING FOR FUNDS.

Viceroy Yuan Shih-kai has sem 

in © memorial reporting the foodiay 
of thoso districts such as, Yunching, 
Wuching, etc., caused by the orer 
fiow pf the Yunting river consequeat 
upon the recent heavy rains. The 
Viceroy states that he has sent trus- 
worthy officials money and rice 
for the relief of the district, and request 
the Throne to degrade the Yuuting 
Taotai and some other officials who are 
charged with the conservancy of this 
important river. H. E. farther sug- 
gests that he himeelf should be torn 
over to the Ministry of Civil Appoiat- 
ments for adequate penalty, ia 
that he did neglect to prevent the 
disaster. 

Not only has the Yunting river 
given way, but the northern part of the 
Grand Canal bas also flooded the wr- 
rounding country, and sitnilar penalties 
have been inflicted mpon those respoa- 
sible for the canal. 


FINANCIAL MATTERS. 


Duke Teni Tsé, Provident of the 
Tuchibpu or Ministry of Finance, 
returned here from Tientsio this mor 
ing after consulting upon important 
fioancial matters with Viceroy Yuan 
Shih-kai. The Duke bas been it- 
structed by the Empress Dovaget 
to proceed to various provinces 
to re-inspect silver and copper mintt 
with a view to improving the finsocisl 
system of China, For the recent it- 
spection of H.E. Chéng Pi, mor 
President of the Ministry of Posts xd 
Communications, is considered 8 is 
complete by the Government. The 
Duke will leave for the Yangtze pt 
vinces vid the Peking-Hankow troak 
Tine as soon as he has completed hit 
affairs here, 

In view of the pat 00d 
administration of the Chungwénmtt 
Customs and octroi, the Throe 
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to re-appoint Prince Su, President of 
he Ministry of the Interior, as Super- 
intendentin-Chief. Duke Tsai Tsé 
will be his assistant. 

‘The Acting Japanese Minister here 
has notified the Waiwupu that he has 
been instructed by his Government to 
ascertain the truth of the reported loan 
of Tls. 40,000,000 from a certain Euro- 
pean country to the Manchurian Viceroy 
Hosti Shih-chang for the expenses in con- 
nexion with ithe interval reorganization 
of the Three Eastern Provinces. TheFor 
eign Ministry has telegraphed according- 
ly to H. E. Hsii at Mukden for an answer. 
According to # recent memorial from 
the Ministry of Finance, the flotation 
of foreign loans by the various Pro- 
vincial Governments for whatever 
purposes is prohibited. The object is, 
of course, to prevent foreign Powers 
from interfering in Chinese financial 
affairs. The Viceroys and Governors 
who require funds for administrative 
parposes have been instructed to 
follow the good example set by Viceroy 
Yuan Shih-kai, who succeeded in raising 
Tis. 4,800,000 from the natives of 
Chibli in 1904 without the slightest 
difficulty.

THE OPIUM CAMPAIGN. 


The Waiwupa has telegraphed to all 
the Chinese Ministers to 
foreign Courts, stating that the 
Goverament is doing its ut 
abolish the opium trade in Ch 
this trade must be stopped within ten 
years, counting from September 15,1906 
when the Imperial Decree was issued; 
and that in view of the success already 
obtained in various provinces it is 
necessary to advise. leading Chinese 
merchants and others in foreign coun- 
tries to establish opium probibition 
offices to check those who use the drug. 
In reply, the Chinese ministers to 
Great Britain, Germany, France and 
Rassia state that they will imme- 
diately instruct secretaries of Chinese 
guilds to convene meetings for the 
discussion of this question and will 
report details to Peking after definite 
arrangements have been made. Accord- 
ing to the last report from the Chinese 
Commercial Attaché at Vladivostok, 
there re about 400 opium dens 
in the Russian colony, which are 
visited by thousands of | Chinese 
Inbourers and others from Shantang 
and = Chi who come vii Chefoo 
every spring and chiefly retarn in the 
winter. Taotai Kuei Fang states that 
he has issued orders for these dens to 
be closed at the end of September. 
Some of them will be permitted to con- 
vert themselves into opium shops, 
bbut that, by co-operation of the Russian 
authorities, no Chinese subjects will be 

itted to keep or own opium dens 
Be Vladivostok hereafter. Teotei Kuei 
adds that be intends to open anti- 
opium houses in Vladivostok. Intelli- 
gence from Harbin states that the 
Castoms Taotai in that city has called 
the Russian Consul-General’s attention 
to the illegal establishment of opium 
dens by Russian subjecta in the Russian 


city. 























ELECTRIC TRAMS. 

The extension of the Tientsin Elec- 
tric Tramway in the Japanese Concession 
is fast approsching completion, and it 
may be opened to traffic early next 
month, when, by spending some ten 
cents it will be possible to travel from the 
French Concession through the Italian, 
Austro-Hungarian, Russian Settlements 
and the Chinese city to the Japanese 
Concession. That is much cheaper and 
faster travelling than can be done by 
ricsha. It is stated that the ricsha 
coolies at Tientsin are making secret 
preparations for the protection of their 
trade from the loss it must incur from 
tram competition.

Practically all the cutlery and electro- 
plate ware supplied to China were 
imported from Europe, elthough the 
trade with the United States of 
America was doubled since the previous 
year. Germany's trade amounted to 
Tis. 105,645 and Great Britain's to 
Tis. 67,581. Electrical materials and 
fittings of the value of Tls. 548,358 
were exported from the Continent of 
Europe, Russia excepted, to China, a8 
‘against goods value Tis. 125,154 in the 
previous year. Great Britain's con- 
tribution was Tls. 260,666, but Belgium 
sold electrical fittings and material in 
China to the value of Tis. 399,498. 
Goods of this class exported by Germany 

















to this Empire were valued at Tis. 
139,796. 


The table showing the value of rail- 
way plant and materials imported is 
particalarly interesting. Since 1904 
the value of plant and materials hes 
steadily increased, but this year Tls. 
11,439,806 were spent as against Tis. 
7,346,739 in 1905. Of this total Tis. 
6,210,832 were spent in Belgium, Tls. 
6,703, 889 in the Continent of Europe, 
Russia excepted, Tis. 1,964,788 in 
Japan, and Tis. 1,827,443 in Great 
Britain. The increased business has been 
done with Belgium—Tle. 6,210,832 in 
1906 as against Tis. 2,637,451 in 1905 
—and elsewhere on the continent of 
Evrope. Orders executed in Great Bri- 
tain only exceeded those of last year by 
Tess than Tis. 100,000. Chine spent 
nearly Tis. 300,000 more with Japan and 
Tis. 200,000 more with Germany, but 
the latter country's total business was 
only valued at Tis. 398,808. Tho 
materials were shipped mainly to 
Hankow, Tientsin and Shanghai. The 
value of railway-plant sent to Hankow 
was Tis, 5,004,431, to Tientsin Tis, 








1] 4,435,528. to Shanghai Tis. 1,344,095. 


The goods sent to Canton were 
represented by Tis. 13,320, while none 
were passed direct from Home through 
the Kowloon Customs district. Nearly 
the whole of the value of the export, by 
Germany was swallowed up by Kino- 
chao. 


‘The quantity of paper purchased by 
China from abroad was 409,732 piculs, 
value Tis. 3,369,548, as against 256,062 
piculs, value Tis. 2,413,244, in 1905.

Canton was the 
chief port of delivery : Tien 
chwang and Amoy coming next in 
order, 

The value of Kerosene oil business 
done with the United States of 
‘America was Tis, 6,590,822, repre- 
senting 59,373,638 American gallons 
‘of keroseue oil sent direct to Ch 
While, during the year under revie 
the United States sent nearly half the 
kerosene oil which came to China, yet 
in 1905 she sent more than half the 
larger quantity received in that year. 
In 1906 the import of kerosene to 
China fell from 153,470,831 xallons to 
128,353,670 gallons, there being nearly 
eight millions of tacls Tess in cash 
paid for the oil. The supply from the 
Dutch Indies totalled 45,618,532 
gallons, but the value was only ‘Ts. 
3,543,292. Hongkong did » bixe busi- 
ness in kerosene oil, some 20,240,107 
xallons being transhipped there, while 
6,218,005 gallons came from Singapore. 
The trade with Japan ceased 
tirely. As ix to be expected, the oil 
was distributed from all the ports, 
ntain, Shanghai, Canton, Hankow 























‘The importation of cigarettes. from 
foreign countries again showed a re- 
markable increase on that of the 
previons year. Ont of a total net 
import of Tls. 5,846,781, Grent Britain 
‘wax responsible for Tis. 1,686,692, the 
United States for Tis. 3,245,177, and 
Japan for Tis, 395,307. ‘The cigarette 
trade done with Hongkong was more 
than doubled, while the United States, 
Great Britain, Turkey, Persia, Exypt 
and France all did better business. 
‘There was a noticeable falling off in the 
ale of Japanese brands, the import of 
which has fallen to less. than a third of 
what it wax in 1904. More than half 
of the cigars that came to China were 
rent on from Hongkong (mostly fro 
Manila), the value of the European 
brands passing through the Customs 
being small. & 

‘The bulk of clocks aiid watches on 
the market in Cl 
Europe, France doing the largest trade, 
viz, Ths, 528,920; Japan is next with 
Tis. 353,267—double that of last year : 
Germany third with Tls. 201,630. The 
Continent of Eurupe, Russia exeeptet, 
did business to the extent of Tis. 
911,931, as against Tis, 431,040 in 
1905. The quantity of American watches 
and clocks was coiparatively small, viz. 
28,144, value Tis. 126,250. These 
goods were divided amongst nearly all 
the ports, but Shanghai and Tientsin 
took Tl. 1,167,048 worth ont of a total 
of Tis, 1,548,328. 

The value of pisnos imported was 
more than double that of the preceding 
year, Great Britain's trade having been

It 
is also highly improbable that Mr. 
Emery, who had come here mainly for 
the purpose of making « final settlement, 
of his father's estate, was not apprised 
of the fact that his counsel was refused 
permission to appear in his behalf 
tuntil five days after the event occurred. 
‘While Mr. Emery did not present 
himself in Court or to the American 
Consulate, he was nevertheless in the 
City of Shanghai from the six- 
teenth to the twenty-first day of 
‘Angust, and was not confined to his 
yoom on account of illness during that 
time. 

In view of the foregoing facts,” the 
action of Mr. Emery in not appearing 
before the Court between the sixteenth 
and twenty-first of August is reprehensi 

, and the action of Mr. Curtis in 
undertaking to represent Mr. Emery in 
violation of the rule of court was highly 
reprehensible. The law of some jurisdic~ 
tions makes such conduct as 
Curtis bas been guilty of herein a 
criminal offence punisbable by fine or 
imprisonment, and the law of all 
jurisdictions makes such conduct con- 
tempt of court. Mr. Emery’s reasons 
for not appearing in response to the 
citation are not satisfactory to the Court, 
nor does the explanation which Mr. 
Curtis has given of his conduct convince 
the Court that he was acting in good 
faith. . Furthermore, during these pro- 
ceedings the attitude of Mr. Curtis 
towards the Court has been argumenta 
tive, defiant and discourteous, as hi 
been his attitude towards the Court 
privately and publicly since his retarn 
to Shanghai. The Court is not con- 
vinced that Mr. / 
the Conrt's rule rel to admission 
of attorneys to the Bar in Mr. Emers's 
case, because both on the sixteent 
twenty-first of August be endexvored to 
file a petition and to make a speech in 
court on the subject of the wisdom and 
legality of the rule of court relating to 
the admission of attorneys to the Bar.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


PIECE-GOODS. 





Our market continues mnch in the same state as 
reported last week, clearances from stock proceeding fairly 
briskly but no fresh orders coming out. Demand of any 
sort is in fact very quiet, and late in evincing itself ; owing 
to absence of sny buying of an anticipatory nature this sea- 
‘on, the off-take is dependent solely upon the actual momentary 
requirements of the country, which of course augurs well for 
business upon a healthy basis when stocks get down to the 
point which admits of the level of values being brought to 
somewhat nearer replacing prices than is the case at present 
in nearly all staple goods. The attitude of the native banks 
in the matter of credit facilities to their clients has further 
tended to limit business, the bad state of trade this year, in 
one important outlet alone, namely Hankow, having reduced 
the number of native merchant houses from twenty there in 
1905, to eight only. The extreme reserve, however, on the 
part of the banks will probably relax as money becomes 
easier with the marketing of the crops, and admit of some 
expansion of the strictly hand to mouth trade which is at 
present being carried on. 


The long deferred demand from Korea has at length 
‘tet in to some extent, and fair shipments have gone forward 
Auring tho week, both of staples and Dyed and Fancy goods, 

Tn American goods the firm attitude of holders has 
practically stopped transactions for the time being, the 
present price of 3-yani Sheetings for best known brands 
being Tis. 3.00 against a replacing cost of Tis. 4.50 for 
distant shipments, while in other weights of coarse Sheetings 
the disparity is even greater :—From Messrs. Innent & Co.'s 
weekly report of August 29, 1907.
